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138 th by ancient writers, that the Sacrament of Baptiſme in the olde time was not commonly 
minifired,but at two times in the yeere: At Eaſter and ij hitſuntide, At which times it was openly mi- 


niſtred in the preſence of all the Congregation: Which cuſtome now being growen out of vſe (although 
it cannot for many conſiderations be well reſtored againe) it i thaught good to follow the ſame, as neere 
as conuenientiy may be. inherefore tbe people are to be admoniſhed, that it is moſt conuenient, that Bap- 
tiſme ſhould not be miniſtred but vpon Sundayes and other Holy dayes, when the moſt number of peo 
ple may come together, as well for that the Congregation there preſent may teſt fie the receiving of them 
that be newly baptized into the number of Chriſis Church, as alſo becauſe by the Baptiſme of Infants, 
every man preſent may be put in remembrance of his owne profeſſion made to God in his Baptiſme, For 
which cauſe alſoit is expedient that Baptiſme be miniſtred in the Engliſh tongue. Neuertheleſſe (if 


meceſſitie require) child ren may at all times be baptized at home.
